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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants request for reconsideration of the prior action has been carefully 
evaluated and not found to be persuasive. Claims 1-12 are pending and are remain 
finally rejected as the same ground of rejection set forth in prior Action dated 7/8/04. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant Admitted Prior Art (APA, Figs. 1-2 and the discussion in pages 1-3, under the 
"Related Art") This rejection is set forth in prior Action dated 7/8/04, paragraph 3. 



Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed on 10/12/04 under the heading "Remarks" have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

a) First, a request for "a new Action is required, because the Action is on the 
wrong claims. On the one hand, the application was filed with claims 1-8, of which 
claims 4 and 5 were multiple dependent, but the Action is on claims 1-12. On the other 
hand, the Preliminary Amendment of February 15, 2002, added claims 9-12 as in the 
Action, but deleted the multiple dependence of claim 4, which is nevertheless objected 
to in the Action" has been denied because the prior art rejection teaches the invention 
as recited in claims 1-12, further claim 4 was objected because of its multiple dependent 
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format, the objection has been overcome since the preliminary amendment to claims to 
4 and 5 has been entered and made of record. 

Note: the argument regarding the Action dated 10/12/04 examined the wrong 
claims and must be re-issued with a new Action". Again this is not found persuasive 
because the record indicates that claims 1-12 are pending and all of them have been 
examined. The Examiner disagrees with applicants about the issues of examining 
wrong claims because all claims 1-12 have been fully considered and rejected. 

b) Applicants argue that APA does not teach or suggest in regarding "the 
positioning pins and an between the pin and the receiving part" and where "the 
positioning pins and the receiving parts are integrally formed ". The Examiner disagrees 
because clearly in Figs.1-2 of the APA which shows the pins structures namely 13 or 23 
which having an obtuse angle with respect to the receiving parts 7 and further these 
parts are integrally formed similar to the subject matter as claimed by the applicants. 

c) In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include, knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971). 
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d) In light of the above, Applicant's arguments with respect to APA, is moot, 
because their arguments are not persuasive and are not clearly point out the patentable 
novelty which they thinks the claims present in view of the state of the art disclosed by 
the references cited or the rejections made.
